Hembree Gets Off With Verdict

of Manslaughter.

COMPROMISE IS AGREED ON

After An AD Night Session the Jury
Brings in Compromise Verdict-Hembre- e

Killed His Wife
and Daughter.

TTLLAMOOK. Ore., July 29 (by tele-

phone) The jury in the Hembree mur-

der case after being out all night
brought in a verdict of manslaughter as
a compromise verdict. On the first bal-

lot one of the jurors voted acquittal
and after an all night session a com-

promise was agreed upon.
Hembree was tried for the murder of

his wife and daughter. After killing tha
two women, JETembree set the home on

fire to hide the crime and delude in-

quirers into the belief that they had

perished in the flames. But for the find-

ing of some human bones in a cooking-stov-

the crime never would have been
discovered. An inquiry was started and

Hembree was arrested on circumstantial
evidence. The Hembree home was lo-

cated at Sand Lake and the crime com-

mitted on December 28th last. A most
unnatural crime involving Hembree and
his daughter is believed to have been

the motive for the murder.

RUMOR OF TREPOFFS DEATH

ST. PETERSBURG, July 29-.-
A rumor has reached the Ao- -
ciated Press, that General Tre- -

4 poff has been killed. It cannot
be confirmed and is probably a 4
revival of a similar rumor last
week.

POLTAVA, July 29. There was a

grave outbreak in the first battalion of

the Svensky regiment following the ar-

rest of a private found in a shed with

some other soldiers and revolutionists.

Headed by crowds the mutineers pro-

ceeded to the military barracks, seized

several guns and marched to the prison
where the political prisoners were con

fined. The entire Poltava garrison was

called out and a serious fight between
the loyal troops and mutineers occurred

which resulted in several killed and in-

jured and the capture of the mutiners.

Sentence Mutineers.

SEBASTOPOL July 29. The naval
court martial today passed sentences up
on the geamen arrested for complicity
in the mutiny of the Black sea fleet in

November, 1905. Four men were con

demned to. death and one to life servi
tude. 32 to varying terms of penal ser-

vitude, and 50 to imprisonment, six were

acquitted. A man named Samekoff,

charged with complicity in an attempt
with a bomb upon the life of General

Nepurff at Sebastopol on May 27, es

caped from jail today. He was assisted

by a volunteer and disappeared.

Robbers Make Rich Haul
WARSAW, July 29. The postal car

robbed on the Warsaw-Vienn- a road

near this city on Saturday night contain
ed a package of $00,000 in cash from
abroad and at least $50,000 in additional
funds. The actual amount taken by the
robbers cannot yet be definitely Btated

as the amounts attached to the money
parcels are missing. The officers and

entire crew of the Volga steamer Kur- -

jer have been arrested on suspicion of

plying the steamer at the disposition of

the band that held up the train on the
Volga railroad last Thursday.

' Fivt Hundred Arrests.

SAMARA, July 29. Great demonstra
tions occurred following the receipt of
the news of the dissolution of the lower
house of parliament. Five hundred ar-

rests were made.

KHARKOV. July 29. The, authori
ties have seized copies of the Viborg
manifesto issued by the outlawed par
liament to the weight of 400 pounds,
shipped surreptitiously into Kharkov.

The mills of

C'ongres. are deserted, the White nouse
U tenanted only by caretakers, member

of the diplomatic corps have removed

their embassies and legations to the
North Atlantic Coast, and the heads of

departments hnve fled from the heated

city, leaving subordinate, to run the

government. Wealth and fashion have

departed, and only the toilers remain.
K.ven the toilers toil sa little as they
may, and no one who can help it stirs
abroad when the sun is shining.

Business Boom in Washington, v

But this summer it 'is different

Washington has a business boom.' It
looks like a sure-enoug- genuine boom

and one that will be productive of re

suits. The thing has been tried before-tr-ied

many times and hs always fai-

ledfailed because the real sentiment of

the community was not Imek of it For

many years the attitude of a minority
of the Influential people has been that
Washington wan a residential city, in

which office-holdin- g and catering to
office-holde- rs was the only desirable

business. Now, it would seem, a trans-

formation in their way of thinking has
been wrought. Wholesale houses are

eagerly desired, and even manufactories,
which always have been discouraged, are
invited to locate in the environs.

If the dream of Wash-

ington is realized, the capital may be-

come the commerewl center of a large
section of the country. It la referred
la as the "Gateway of the South," and
a its ambition is a progressive one,

plans already ore under way for the
commercial conquest of territory to the
north and west. Washington has grown
to a city of 300,000 without commeree or

industry. With commerce and industry
nddeil it may become a metropolis in

fact aa well as in theory.

For "City Beautiful"

Along with the movemen t for a

"Greater Washington" commercially,
there has come a revival of interest in

plana to make it. the "City Beautiful"
of the world. If as much is accom-

plished in the next quarter of a century
as lws been accomplished in the 25

years just past, the Amorican capital
will hflive distanced all its rivals in the
rnee for beauty.

It was only a few years ago that
Congress gave scantily and grudgingly
to tlie beautillcation of Washington. It
was t hard then to get a few thousand
dollars to pave a street as it is now to
secure millions for a project of improve-

ment. During the past five years al-

most as much money as has been ex

pended and authorized to be expended
as lin been done in the previous hundred

years of the city's history. Not only is

the government building and planning
beautiful structures of classic design,
but private enterprise is doing its full
shure.
